: But a point to note is that Edmon- 
tonians still travel on the cars and bus- 
es f oras little money as people in other 
cities. We have in fact for many years en- 
joyed the privilege of riding at less cost 
than people in Victoria or Halifax, and 
most — if not all — cities between. Few 
of these cities are so far-flung as Edmon- 
ton, in point of town-site area or scattered 
population. 

It has been our good fortune that in 

; respect to raising fares Edmonton has 
lagged far behind its contemporaries. In 
raising the price of tickets to four-for- 
a-quarter Edmonton only gets in line with 
cities generally in Canada and the United 
States, 

Considering the increased proportion 
of traffic which haus to be carried long dis- 
tances, street car travel in this city is still 


cheap. As intervening vacant spaces fill 
up and traffic grows with the opening of 
new bus lines. it is possible that fares 


will again come down, though that is not 
probable for some time 

Meanwhile, with employment plentiful 
and wages generally above former levels, 


the increased fares will inflict no more 
hardship here than in other centres; less 
in fact than in some communities. 
Wait and See 

The mutual defence pact which th

United States has been instrumental in 
arratiging with and among the republics 
in Central and South America is a further 
bulwark of this hemisphere against aggres- 
sion from outside, and as such will be 
heartily approved by Canadians. 

Whether the Dominion will join its 
neighbors in the agreement is rather x moot 
question. Canada is already in virtual alli- 
ance with the United States against outside 
aggression, which would seem to make the 
proposal join the new “league” super- 
fluous. Nor is there anything in the new 
pact, so far as this has been made public, 
which would go beyond our existing com- 
mitments as a member of the United 
Nations. If the Dominion stays out, that 
will certainly not be because of any lack 
of approval on the idea of keeping invaders 
out of this continent. 

How far the pact binds the southern 
republics to join in curbing one of their own 
number which may attack another is not

“SOCIALISM DECLINES” 

Editor, Bulletin—I agree with 
Mr. Macklin that the support for 
a theoretical Socialism has been

founded There are only two 
fundamental forces operating in 
society, those of inducement and

degree only In an article in
